F or m any v ears he was 
a su ccessfu l pedagogu e in this cou nty , 
and follow ing this v ocation was em ­ 
ploy ed as a depu ty assessor. 
For the past few m onths City C ha ir­ 
man Greenlee has been doing all in 
his power to fu rther the boom of Miss 
Stnbbs for the position of State S ta ­ 
tistician and throu gh his influ ence, a 
nu m ber of prom inent men throu ghou t 
the State hav e been enlisted in behalf 
of the girl-politician, “ a dau ghter of 
her fa the r” —the popu lar Joe Stu bbs, 
now* deceased.

A dispatch from W ashington y ester­ 
day s a y s: Commissioner of Pensions 
Vespasian W arner today defended the 
Pension 
B u reau 
from the assau lts 
made u pon it by Indiana v eterans, 
who complain that there is u nneces­ 
sary and u nw aranted delay in g ra nt­ 
ing serv ice pensions u nder the law of 
Febru ary , 
1907 . 
The 
commission 
makes a v igorou s denial of the charge 
and asserts that nev er before in its 
history has the Pension Bu reau done as 
rapid and efficient work as it has been 
doing since ¿the act of last Febru ary 
went into effect. 
R eply ing particu larly to a criticism 
of George H. Pu ntenney , a prom inent 
v eteran of Ru shv iile, Ind., and that 
the policy of the adm instration is to 
delay g ranting pensions “ u ntil 
the 
old soldiers are d ead ,” Commissioner 
W arner ex plained the workings of the 
Pension Bu reau as follow s: 
“ Up to date we hav e receiv ed 37 0,- 
000 applications u nder the act of last 
F ebru ary and I believ e the old v eter­ 
ans who are criticising u s woold be a 
bit more patient if they u nderstood 
w hat a m onu m ental task the bu reau 
has before it in adju dicating so many 
claims. As the date of thepenison u n­ 
der the new act goes back to the date 
when the application is filed I hav e 
taken 
ex traordinary pains to assist 
the v eterans in getting their applica­ 
tions filed at the 
earliest 
possible 
moment. 
When the act was passed on 
Febru ary 6 th, 1907 , I im m ediately had 
half a 
m illion 
blank 
applications 
printed. 
These were m ailed in v ast 
nu m bers to G rand Army posts and 
pension attorney s and were giv en in 
bu lk to members of Congress so that 
they cou ld be pot into the hands of 
the old soldiers all ov er the cou ntry 
ju st as soon as possible w ithou t any 
ex pense to them 
“ The resu lt was tha t the applica­ 
tions came into u s literally by the 
wagou loads and, as I said, u p to date 
we hav e receiv ed 37 0,000 applications 
u nd*-r the Febru ary act. 
Each case is 
su bstantially a law su it, to be d eter­ 
m ined u pon the law and ev idence, and 
we are adju dicating them ju st as fast 
as we can. 
‘‘We hav e allowed pensions since 
the act was passed at the rate of ov er 
1000 per w orking day and we are now 
acting u pon them at the rate of 16 00 
a dav and still they are coming in. 
This is better work than has been 
done in the Pension Bu reau since it 
was established 
We are adju dicating 
claim s as fast a« they cou ld possibly 
be adju dicated and the old 
soldiers 
shou ld be a little patient. 
They will 
lose nothing by the delay ex cept the 
u se of their money as their pensions 
will date from the day their applica­ 
tions come to the 
bu reau , 
howev er 
long that m ay be. 
“ We began ad ju d icating pensions 
w ithin ten day s after the Febru ary 
act was passed, w hile u nder the law 
of 18 90 it was fou r m onths before the 
first certificate was issu ed. 
We hav e 
done more work w ith less force than 
at anv tim e since tho organization of 
the gov ernm ent and I [ex pect that by 
March 1, 1908 , all of the claim s u nder 
the now law w ill hav e been disposed 
of.” 
It is u nderstood that Mr. P u nteney ’s 
claim was adju sted before an article 
appeared ov er his signatu re in the In­ 
dianapolis 
S tar 
recently . 
He 
had 
w ritten the article before he receiv ed 
word from the departm ent. 


There is alw ay s two sides to ev ery 
story and so now comes another v er­ 
sion of a domestic affair in which the 
wife told her pitifu l tale of a brnte 
hu sband’s ill treatm ent, in which lie 
threatened to kill her and drov e her 
from her babe.

The hu sband was in this city and 
asked that his side of the story be 
pu blished. 
He entered a general de­ 
nial in the case, althou gh he adm itted 
that trou ble had separated him from 
the bosom of his belov ed. 
“ Two 
weeks 
after 
wo] 
were 
m arried ,” said Mr. Sau nders, “ her 
m other, Mrs. Ann Dawson, began to 
cau se trou ble and then when we went 
to liv ing w ith my m other, they tried 
to ou st my m other and I cou ldn’t 
stand it. 
My dander got u p then and 
took m ohter’s part. 
T hings had qu ited down somewhat, 
declared the hu sband u ntil last S a tu r­ 
day nig ht he bou ght a fancy bosomed 
shirt and it made the wife mad. 
She 
called the shirt v ile names (as well as 
ifc* wearer) and declared it was a d ----- 
old dish rag. 
Mr. Sau nders say s that she sat u p Su n 
day night and wou ld not come to bed 
w ith him and the baby , u ntil he got 
so v ex ed he told her to come to bed or 
leav e. 
F inally she came to bed bu t 
only to keep him aw ake by qu arreling 
abou t the “ dish ra g ” bosomed shirt. 
Monday m orning she left him wHh 
a two-m onths-old child and according 
to the hu sband, while he was in this 
city to pu rchase a bottle for the in ­ 
fant, she w ent to the neighbors and 
told them to sell him no m ilk for the 
baby . 
“ T ha t,” said Mr. Sau nders, “ was 
enou gh for me and now she c a n't hav e 
the baby becau se she is not fie to raise 
i t.” 
The wife is now in F ranklin 
connty w ith her folks, w hile the bu s 
band is still on the Hu rne place, w here 
the tw o m onths old babe is requ iring 
all his tim e in caring for it.

PROPOSED TROST 


Here is a tru e story w ith a good 
m oral: A resident of N orth fSex ton 
street in this city ordered a heating 
stov e from a m ail order hou se. Nearly 
two months « lapsed before he receiv ed 
his stov e, and in v iew of the fact that 
cold w eather had set in, he needed it 
v ery mu ch. 
Had he bou ght it at home 
he cou ld hav e receiv ed it the day of 
pu rchase. 
Like the m ills of the gods, 
the m ail order ¡hou ses grind ex ceed­ 
ingly slow, bu t as all things come to 
an end so did the w aiting of the man 
for his stov e, and he had it “ set u p” 
and A tire started. 
W ithin tw o day s the bottom all fell 
ou t of his m ail order bargain, and he 
was compelled to send it back and re­ 
qu est the retu rn of his money . B nt 
in the m eantim e he was forced to 
hav e a fire, so he bou ght a stov e of a 
local dealer. 
A lthou gh he had been assu red by 
the m ail order hou se tha t it was ru n 
on the plan of “ money back if goods 
are not satisfactory ,” he did not get 
his money back, bnt another stov e 
was sent him, which, on trial, did no 
better than the first. 
This m a c ’s e x ­ 
perience cost him $28 .5 0, plu s freight 
and dray age on tw o stov es, the total 
am ou nting to $3.8 0. 
B u t it has cu red him of the m ail or­ 
der hou se habit. 
There are y et a few 
who w ill hav e to hav e a sim ilar dose 
before they are cu red.

C hristian chu rch Thu rsday ev ening, 
and the interest continu es to grow. 
Miss Georgia W y att and Prof. C harl­ 
ton sang a beau tifu l du et entitled, 
“ Will There Be L ig ht,” and 
Mr. 
Charlton also fav ored the large a u d i­ 
ence w ith a solo, “ I Shall See Him 
Face to F a c e .” 
Dr. Abberley d is­ 
cu ssed 
“ The 
Bible 
Confession of 
F a ith,” last ev ening in a forcible and 
comprehensiv e 
m anner, which 
was 
enjoy ed by m any members from other 
chu rches in this city . 
The pastor 
made a strong plea for the u nity of 
G od’s people on the simple confession, 
which was requ ired by the New T esta­ 
m ent teaching. 
The pastor said in pa rt: “ Ev ery 
sy stem m u st hav e some central fact 
u pon which 
ev ery thing 
else rests. 
This is tru e in politics, science or 
religion. 
The great central fact in 
religion is contained in the answ er of 
Peter in reply to the M aster’s qu es­ 
tion concerning him seh, “ Thou a rt 
the C hrist, 
the son of 
the 
liv ing 
G od,” and u pon this confession of 
Peter, or the tact tha t C hrist is the 
son of God, is the chu rch bu ilt, and 
other fou ndations can no man lay , and 
when we thu s confess C hrist,” said 
Rev . Abberley , “ we accept him as ou r 
prophet, to teach u s, oar priest to in­ 
tercede for u s and ou r king to glorify 
u s. ” 
The pastor stated tha t this confes­ 
sion of Peter was the su bliinest sta te ­ 
m ent giv en in the word of God. 
“ We 
(to not need a hu m an creed ,” said 
Rev . Abberley , “ the word of God is 
a perfect g u id e ; if a hnm an creed has 
more in it, it has too m u ch ; if it has 
less, it has too little, and if it is ju st 
the same we do not 
need it. 
We 
need a candle to see the su nshine abou t 
as mu ch as we need a hnm an creed to 
make the Bible doctrine of salv ation 
pla in.” 
The m inister declared tha t m any 
people spend too mu ch tim e try ing to 
find ou t w hat the discipline and cate­ 
chism of the chu rch teaches and don’t 
pu t enou gh tim e in stu dy ing w hat 
the w oid of God say s abou t it. 
In his strong pleas for the u nity of 
G od’s people, Dr. 
Abberley q noted 
the m aster’s pray er, ‘‘that they m ight 
be one,” and in speaking along this 
line he said “ the world w ill nev er be 
conqu ered for the cau se of C hrist u n­ 
til the walls of the denom inations go 
down, and they m u st go back to the 
Bible creed and u nite on this simple, 
y et comprehensiv e confession of faith 
in all that it m eans.” 
Rev . Abberley tonight w ill preach 
on the su bject of “ Why 1 am a C hris­ 
tian, and Does it P a y .” 
This w ill be 
a practical discou rse which w ill in­ 
terest - ev ery 
one, 
especially 
those 
who hav e often asked themselv es this 
im portant 
qu estion, 
as the pastor 
will make an attem pt to answ er it 
from a Bible standpoint.

New Yo rk, Oct. 25.—As a resu lt o f 
y esterday ’s dev elo pments in th e finan­ 
cial wo rld th ere is ev ery indicatio n 
th at th e crisis in th e banking and 
tru st co mpany situ atio n h as been safe­ 
ly passed. 
Th e T ru st Co mpany o f 
America all th ro u gh y esterday ’s bank­ 
ing h o u rs- paid o u t mo ney to depo si­ 
to rs as rapidly as po ssible and clo sed 
th e day with all demands h av ing been 
met. 
A v ery fav o rable featu re o f th e 
situ atio n respecting th is co mpany was 
th at it was able to make its pay ments 
with v ery little assistance, and ano th ­ 
er was th at th e co mpany receiv ed o v er 
its co u nters in th e m o rning h o u rs in 
o rdinary depo sits mo re th an $ 
1 ,000,- 
000. 
At th e clo se o f th e day ’s bu si­ 
ness Oakleigh Th o rne, president o f th e 
co mpany , said th at th ere was abu nd­ 
ant cash in th e co mpany ’s v au lts to 
m eet th e situ atio n and th at h e h ad no 
appreh ensio ns wh atev er regarding th e 
institu tio n fo r th e fu tu re. 
It is th e 
general impressio n in financial circles 
th at th is co mpany h av ing with sto o d 
a two day s’ ru n with so little tro u ble 
is u ndo u btedly in go o d co nditio n to 
co ntinu e its bu siness, and fro m th is 
fact th e co mpany and its affairs are 
no t co nsidered as a facto r any lo nger 
in th e general situ atio n. As th e Tru st 
Co mpany o r America h ad been th e 
center o f th e recent financial sto rm, 
it was accepted th at th e ability it h ad 
th u s sh o wn to wreath er th e sto rm 
wa 3 
clear indicatio n th at th e financial sky 
h ad cleared and th at a perio d o f fair 
w eath er was no w well in sigh t. 
Th e day was m arked by th ree no te­ 
wo rth y episo des. 
First and earliest in 
th e day came th e anno u ncem ent o f 
tro u ble in th ree mino r state banks in 
H arlem —th e 
Hamilto n 
bank, 
th e 
Twelfth W ard bank and th e Empire 
City Sav ings bank. 
Th o se banks 
transacted o nly a neigh bo rh o o d bu si­ 
ness, and th eir su spensio n o f pay ment 
„was 
abso lu tely 
with o u t significance 
bearing o n th e general situ atio n. Th 
Em pire City Sav ings bank was co n 
tro lled by a Tam m any Hall po litician 
and its bu siness o peratio ns were co n­ 
fined to a small area. Alth o u gh th ese 
banks were o bliged to clo se becau se 
o f lack o f ready cash . State Rank Ex ­ 
am iner Ju dso n declared later th at all 
th ree were so lv ent and th at th eir de­ 
po sito rs wo u ld lo se no th ing. 
Th e seco nd episo de was a ru n inau ­ 
gu rated 
against 
th e 
Linco ln 
Tru st 
co mpany . 
Th e ru n against th is co m­ 
pany was steady th ro u gh o u t th e day , 
bu t th e su ms with drawn werq no t 
large. 
It is an u pto w n institu tio n, 
with a great many wo men depo sito rs, 
and carried mainly perso nal h o u seh o ld 
acco u nts. 
Th e ru n, h o wev er, was 
with o u t impo rtance to th e city ’s bank­ 
ing interests as a wh o le. 
At th e clo se 
o f th e day th e co mpany ’s o fficials an 
no u nced th at th ey were fu lly able to 
m eet all o bligatio ns. 
By far th e mo st no table, ev en dra­

The interv ening chap ters between 
our last lesson and this tell us how the 
Lord bought for Israel until Joshua 
took the whole land, according to all 
th at the Lord said unto Moses (x . 14, 
42; x i, 23). It had not been continuous 
v ictory , for sin and unbelief had been 
a t work bringing dishonor up on God 
and disgrace and defeat up on them­ 
selv es. 
The cov etous disobedience of 
Achan brought judgm ent up on himself 
and trouble up on all Israel. Joshua’s 
league with the ly ing Gibeonites w ith­ 
out consulting the cap tain who ap p ear­ 
ed to him by Jericho was a sad mis­ 
take, but while Joshua and the p eop le 
walked with God in trustful obedience 
there was alw ay s v ictory for Israel, 
the Lord on one occasion casting down 
great hailstones from heav en up on the 
enem y and miraculously making one 
day to be nearly two In length (x , 11- 
14). With all their v ictories there re­ 
mained v ery much land y et to be p os­ 
sessed (x iii, 1), and th at Is true of all 
believ ers with reference to the p recious 
p romises of God. 
T hat the Lev ites, 
who were chosen from all the tribes 
of Israel to be sp ecially set ap art t<# 
<Jod instead of the firstborn (Num. HI, 
11-13; v iii, 14), should hav e no inher­ 
itance in the land but the Lord God 
Himself (x iii, 14, 33) m akes us think 
of and desire to say from the heart, 
“ The Lord is my p ortion, saith my 
soul; therefore will I hop e in H im ” 
<Lam. iii, 24). The Lev ites, who waited 
sp ecially up on God, were well cared 
for. They had cities to dwell in and 
suburbs for their cattle; they liv ed up ­ 
on the tithes of the others and gav e to 
the Lord a tithe out of their tithes 
<x lv , 3, 4; Num. x v iii, 20-2G). All true 
believ ers are a holy and roy al p riest­ 
hood, kings and p riests (I Pet. ii, 5, 9; 
Rev . I, G; v , 10), and we ought to be 
quite sure th at if we make His serv ice 
our delight H e’ll make our w ants His 
-care (Matt. v l, 33; Rom. v iii, 32). 
Joshua seems to hav e continued his 
headquarters at Gilgal (ix , G; x , G), and 
mow his old friend Caleb comes to him 
on sp ecial 
business. 
For forty -fiv e 
y ears he had treasured in his heart a 
w ord th at the Lord had said to Moses 
concerning him (Num. x iv , 30). 
He 
h a d eaten it, liv ed on it, fully ap p rop ri­ 
ated it, and doubtless many a time 
when others were dy ing all about him 
and he p erhap s was not feeling quite 
as well as usual and the adv ersary 
whisp ered. “Your turn nex t; y ou will 
soon be gone like the rest,” he had en­ 
couraged himself in the Lord and re­ 
m inded Him of His p romise and been 
strengthened. 
The infallible word of 
the Liv ing God Is alway s a sure rest­ 
ing p lace regardless of all feelings or 
•circumstances. See Faul in the storm 
a t sea, when all hop e that they should 
be sav ed was taken away , standing 
forth and declaring with all boldness, 
“ There shall be no loss of any m an’s 
life among y ou, but of the ship ; * * * 
there shall not an hair fall from the 
head of any of y ou” (Acts x x v ii, 20- 
25, 34). “ I believ e God that it shall be 
ev en as it w as told me.” Of Mary of 
Nazareth it is written, “Blessed is she 
th at believ ed, for there shall be a p er­ 
formance of those things which were 
told her from the Lord” (Luke i, 45). 
O ur Lord said to Thomas, “Blessed are 
they that hav e not seen and y et hav e 
believ ed” (John x x , 21). 
Note the names giv en to Moses in 
v erses G, 7, “The man of God, * * * 
the serv ant of the Lord;” God’s man, 
God’s p ossession, sp ecially for God’s 
-own use; Jehov ah’s se rv ant serv ing 
Him only , say ing, like Paul, “ Whose 
I am and whom I serv e.” Ev ery be­ 
liev er may and should be God’s p osses­ 
sion for Ills serv ice. Caleb kindly re­ 
freshes Joshua also as lfe say s, “The 
thing that the Lord said concerning me 
.and thee” (v erse G). Think of our Lord 
say ing to Simon Peter concerning the 
tax es, “T hat take and giv e unto them 
for me and thee” (Matt, x v ii, 27). It 
seems to me that we hav e in our lesson 
the significance of “wholly following 
the Lord” (v erses 8, 9, 14). W hat is it 
but hav ing a heart to believ e God and 
to do just as He say s regardless of 
w hat others m ay say or do, a readiness 
to stand with God ev en if y ou die for 
It, for Caleb and Joshua were in dan­ 
ger of being stoned to death for their 
steadfastness. Caleb was an illustra­ 
tion of Isa. x l, 31, “They th at wait 
up on 
the 
Lord 
shall 
renew 
their 
strength,” etc. 
H ear him say , “The 
Lord hath kep t me aliv e, as lie said, 
these forty and fiv e y ears; * * * I am 
as strong this day as I was in the*day 
th at Moses sent me” (v erses 10, 11). 
K ep t waiting forty -fiv e y ears by the 
unbelief and rebellion of others, he has 
been sustained in body and soul by the 
word of God, for the Lord was his life 
and health and hop e. Now he asks for 
the mountain where the giants were, 
say ing so grandly , “If so lie the Lord 
will be with me, then I shall be able to 
driv e them out, as the Lord said” 
(v erse 12). 
He recognized th at the 
Lord w as his strength, and th at w hat­ 
ev er was to be done He must do it, but 
lie was gladly willing to be used by 
Him. 
So Joshua gav e him Ilebron, which 
became his inheritance, and he drov e 
thence the throe sons of Anak (x v , 13. 
14). Hebron signifies fellowship , com­ 
munion, and if we would liv e at H e­ 
bron we m ust be able to say . “Truly 
• our fellowship is with the Father and 
w ith Ills Soil Jesus Christ” (I John i, 3)

T o p ic .—Fo reign missio ns: The kingdo m 
Of Christ in Euro pe.—Acts x v i, 6 -15 . 
Europ e has been the center of the 
greatest conflicts of Christianity In 
the 
history 
of 
the 
world; 
hence, 
while it is in no sense a missionary 
field, but just the op p osite, sending out 
its own missionaries, y et in a full sur­ 
v ey of the kingdom of God Europ e 
could not be omitted. 
In the top ical 
reference Luke tells us of the intro­ 
duction of Christianity into Europ e by 
the Ap ostle Paul. 
“A v ision ap p eared 
to Paul In the night. There stood a 
man of Macedonia and p ray ed him, 
say ing, ‘Come ov er into Macedonia 
and help us/ ” 
Paul considered the 
v ision a call of the Lord and immedi­ 
ately obey ed it. And w hat a momen­ 
tous ev ent it was when the great ap os­ 
tle first p laced his foot up on Europ ean 
soil! 
Who could hav e imagined the 
tremendous results that were to fol­ 
low? 
It was the beginning of the 
ev angelization of Europ e and of our 
own country , and through them the 
ev angelization of the world! 
The p ast history of Christianity in 
Europ e has been largely one of con­ 
flict. 
Here the early Christian church 
came into conflict with Roman p agan­ 
ism and, after a struggle of two cen­ 
turies, came off a comp lete v ictor, Con­ 
stantine, the emp eror of Rome, hav ­ 
ing been won to the Christian faith. 
It was on the soil of Europ e th at 
Christianity 
made 
Its 
last 
stand 
against 
Mohammedanism. 
It 
had 
swep t western Asia, northern Africa, 
conquered Sp ain, but was then met 
and ov erthrown so far as Europ e was 
concerned, ex cep t for a time in Sp ain, 
from which it was driv en under the 
reign of Ferdinand and Isabella. 
In 
Europ e also was Martin Luther, and 
the reformers attacked the false doc­ 
trines and p ractices of Roman Ca­ 
tholicism, the result of which was the 
organization of Protestant Christian­ 
ity . 
Europ e for a time was almost 
comp letely Protestant, 
but later on 
some nations lap sed back Into the old 
faith and still stand by It. 
The condi­ 
tion of the kingdom of God can scarce­ 
ly be touched up on in such a brief 
article. 
The British emp ire, Germany , 
Holland and some other countries are 
still Protestant, while France, Sp ain, 
Italy , 
etc., 
adhere 
to the Catholic 
faith. 
The religious conditions are 
fav orable rather than otherwise. 
Ca­ 
tholicism is losing its hold up on thou­ 
sands of the masses of the p eop le, and 
unfortunately there is an element in 
the Church of England with a tenden­ 
cy to the Catholic church. 
It is also 
sad to rem em ber that from Germany 
and England sp ring the modern a t­ 
tacks up on God’s word and the p erson 
of Christ. 
But God will take care of 
His own. 
Let us fear no criticism, no 
m atter whence its origin, but keep on 
believ ing and sending the gosp el to 
the nations of the world.

MESSAGES SENT ACROSS SEA 


Communication 
First

1901 For a Distance of One Hundred 
and Eighty-three Miles— Other Inter­ 
esting 
Tests 
Followed— The 
First 
Wireless Messages. 


Marconi’s recent su ccess in perfect­ 
ing his wireless sy stem so that com­ 
mercial messages cou ld be sent across 
the Atlantic has cau sed widespread in­ 
terest in his work. 
It was on Jan. 
23, 
19 01, that Marconi established wire­ 
less commu nication on his sy stem be­ 
tween St. Catherines, in the Isle of 
W ight and the Lizard, in Cornwall, a 
distance of 183 miles, thu s prov ing the 
principle of the noninterference of the 
cu rv atu re of the earth, which inter­ 
ference was anticipated by many men 
of learning and confidently predicted 
by the cable companies’ ex perts. 
These resu lts ju stified Mr. Marconi 
in recommending the erection of a 
high power station, with the object of 
telegraphing wirelessly across the At­ 
lantic, say s the New York Times. Su ch 
a station was erected at Poldhu , In 
Cornwall, England, and on Dec. 
12, 
19 01, the first clear and intelligible 
signals sent across the Atlantic were 
receiv ed from Poldhu at a temporary 
station located near the city of St. 
John’s, In Newfou ndland. 
In Ju ly , Au gu st and September of 
19 02 Mr. Marconi, at the inv itation of 
Hje Italian gov ernment, made a cru ise 
in the warship Carlo Alberto and du r 
ing the v oy age carried ou t important 
tests in wireless telegraphy . 
Du ring 
these ex periments messages transmit­ 
ted from Poldhu were receiv ed across 
land and water—first, nearly as far as 
Cronstadt, in the gu lf of Finland, Ru s­ 
sia, a distance of 1,400 miles; second, 
at Gibraltar, across the whole of Spain, 
ov er a distance of 
1 ,0 0 0 
miles, and, 
third, in the Mediterranean, off the 
coast of Corsica, ov er a distance of 
1 ,0 0 0 
miles, althou gh the whole of 
France and part of the Alps interv ened 
between the two stations. 
Messages in nearly all positions and 
places v isited by the cru iser were re­ 
ceiv ed either on Mr. Marconi’s re­ 
ceiv er, working a tape instru ment, or 
by means of his magnetic receiv er. 
The reports on these tests were signed 
by Admiral 
Mirabello, 
the 
present 
head of the Italian nav y . 
As a resu lt of the su ccess of these 
tests the Italian minister of marine, 
at the requ est of the king of Italy , is­ 
su ed orders that the Carlo Alberto 
shou ld be placed at Mr. Marconi’s dis 
posal for the pu rpose of assisting him 
in the establishment of commu nication 
between Canada and England. 
On 
Oct. 20, 19 02. the Carlo Alberto left 
Ply mou th and sailed for Sy dney , N. 
S., and messages were receiv ed from 
Poldhu throu ghou t the v oy age to Sy d­ 
ney , a distance of 2.500 miles. 
After a few weeks’ preliminary work 
at the station, which had, in pu rsu ­ 
ance of arrangements made between 
the Canadian gov ernment and Mr. 
Marconi, been erected at Glace Bay , 
Cape Breton, the following message 
was transmitted on Dec. 16 , 19 02, to 
the London Times by Dr. Parkin, its 
own special correspondent: 
Times, London: 
Being present a t transmission in M ar­ 
coni’s Canadian station, hav e honor send 
throu gh Times inv entor’s first wireless 
transatlantic message of greeting to E ng­ 
land and Italy . 
PARKIN. 
On Dec. 19 to Lord Iv nolly s, Bu ck 
ingham palace, London: 
Upon occasion of first wireless tele­ 
graphic 
commu nication across 
Atlantic 
ocean, may I bo permitted to present, by 
m eans of this wireless telegram trans­ 
m itted from Canada to England, my re­ 
spectfu l homage to his m ajesty the king?

On Dec. 20, 19 02, from Lord Minto, 
then gov ernor general of Canada: 
To His M ajesty the King, London: 
May I be permitted, by means of first 
wireless message, to congratu late y ou r 
m ajesty on su ccess of Marconi’s great in­ 
v ention connecting England and Canada?
